The Sub ject Invention 

I am the sole inventor of the above-identified patent application. 
This invention relates to an arcade style video game adapter system. One 
embodiment of my invention is depicted and described as the "Havok System Master," 
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cited in the Examiner's Notice Of References Cited (form PTO-892) as references U, W 
and X. 

I am the Inventor of the Havok System Master 

In 1998 I conceived of my invention, the arcade style video game adapter system. 
I then diligently reduced it to practice by building a prototype in the privacy of my 
home's garage. 

Around November of 1998 I presented my prototype to the President of Valley- 
Dynamo L.P., who executed a Non-Disclosure Agreement before viewing my prototype. 

I was then contracted by Valley-Dynamo L.P. to continue development of my 
invention, which was branded the Havok System Master. 

In 1999 Valley-Dynamo L.P. presented the Havok System Master to the public at 
a trade show. 

On July 14, 2000, 1 filed a provisional patent application, less than one year after 
the first public display of the Havok System Master.

As the inventor of the Havok System Master, and the inventor of the above- 
identified patent application, which claims priority to a provisional application filed less 
than one year from the first public display of the Havok System Master, I request that the 
U, W and X references, listed in the Notice Of References Cited (form PTO-892) be 
removed as prior art.
